Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. Tliis application contains 
the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so linked as to form a 
single general Inventive concept under PCX Rule 13.1 . In accordance with 37 CFR 

1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single Invention to which 
the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-10, drawn to a door lock switch. 

Group II, claim(s) 11-18, drawn to a washing apparatus. 

Group III, claim(s) 19-30, drawn to a method for controlling a washing apparatus. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The common 
technical feature of these three groups, (a door lock switch which cuts off electrical 
current when the door is opened) is not considered a special technical feature because 
it has been found to exist in the prior art. CHIOFFI ET AL. (US-6,082,787) discloses a 
locking and unlocking device for a domestic electrical appliance which renders the 
appliance inoperable when the appliance door is opened. 

3. A telephone call was made to Michael Angert on 1 0-1 3-09 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
